PHILADKLTIIIA, Pa,, Sept. 13.—The 


Press publishes interviews with 139 
members of the house on tho subject of 
reciprocity. The result shows that a 
reciprocity amendment to the tariff bill 
would pass the house to day by an over- 
whelming majority. 


In reviewing the forecast tho Press 


says: "The amendment already passed 
by the senate has many supporters in 
the house and only a very small minorty 
openly oppose it. A few are undecided. 
The democrats, who almost unanimous- 
ly praised Blaine's 
reciprocity plan 


when they believed it would create a 
wide breach iu tho republican party, 
mostly still favor it for tho sake of con- 
sistency. Then guns are spiked. The 
situation is a remarkably trying one for 
them." 


Speaker Reed and Chairman McKiu- 


ley and Mr. Bayne, of tho ways and 
means committee, who \ull represent 
the house in the conference committee, 
naturally do not wish to go on record in 
the press beforehand. 
It is an open 


secret in Washington, however, that all 
of them are opposed to tho reciprocity 
amendment. 
They rejected it five 


months ago when Secretary Blaino first 
urged its incorporation in the tariff bill, 
aad they still speak lightly of it. 
But 


out of 101 other republicans interviewed 
only three avowed themselves antagon- 
istic to reciprocity. 
Of thirty-eight 


democrats twenty-eight favor, while 
only seven oppose it, five of whom 
voiced their convictions in opposition to 
any movement in that direction short of 
universal reciprocity or absolute free 
trade.

tabulated form: Total number of inter- 
views, 139; republican interviews, 101; 
democratic, 38. Republicans who favor 
reciprocity in some shape, 77; demo- 
crats who favor reciprocity in some 
shape, 29. Republicans who doubt ita 
practicability, 15; democrats who doubt 
its practicability, 3. Republicans who 
oppose it, 3; democrats who oppose 
it, 7.

"DOING TIME" ON THE BRANCH. 


DY T . B. PKRISY. 


HE longcst-to-b'-rememcr- 
ed year of my life was spent 
in the employ of the Michi- 
gan Central Kailroad Com- j 
pany. In 187U 1 was for-1 
v ard brakeman on one of I 
the company's f r e i g h t 
trains, and,at the time of 
v Inch I write \\ as employed 


on the western division of the road, 
with headquarters at Michigan City, 
Iiul. A day's \\ork with our crew con- 
sisted of the run from this point to 
Chicago and return each twenty-four 
hours, for which service I received the 
munificent salary of foity-fhe dollars a 
month. But I was somewhat roman- 
tically inclined in those younger days 
of mine, and the pleasurable excite- 
ment derived from "a life on the rail" 
seemed ample compensation for any- 
thing in the way of meager pay. 


'1,'he company owned or operated the 


Jackson, Lansing and Sagiuaw Rail- 
road, the northern extension of which 
was then iu piocess of construction 
through the heart of the vast wilder- 
ness which stretched, unbroken by 
scarce a settlement, from Bay City to 
the Straits of Mackinaw. A .small vil- 
lage named Welch, some seventy or 
eighty miles north of Bay City, was the 
terminus of freight 
and passenger 


traffic, though the line was built a con- 
siderable distance northward of this 
point. The region of country travers- 
ed by this road was lonely and deso- 
late in the extreme. Once in each 
eight or ten miles a logging camp, with 
"store" attachments for the sale of 
lumbermen's supplies, would iu a man- 
ner relieve the monotony of the seem- 
ingly endless forest of gigantic pines 
which stretched away in the distance 
from every point of the compass. 
It 


was the next thing to impossible for 
the company to induce men to stay for 
any great length of time in this inhos- 
pitable desert, despite the triple al- 
lowance of wages paid. Hot weather 
came on, and so frequent were resig- 
nations and 
desertions 
from 
the 


"Branch," as the road i\ as termed by 
us "main-liners," that heroic measures 
were resorted to by the company to 
re-enforce the 
depleted 
force of 


"Branch" trainmen, and the five men 
compiising our crew were, I believe, 
the lirst victims of the following novel 
expedient. 


We were returning one night from 


Chicago to Michigan City, the end of 
our run. We were over eight hours 
late, owing to a "wash-out" a short 
distance east of Chicago, which had 
delayed all trains on that end of the 
line. This, together with the fact that 
none of us had slept a wink the pre- 
ceding night, combined to make us 
feel not only irritable and careless but 
sleepy as well. 


We approached the junction of the 


"Joliet cut-off" at Lake Station at a 
moderate rate of speed, came to a full 
stop as required, and then pVoceeded 
onward. The road here was a dead 
level, and I was in the habit of re- 
maining iu the engine instead of going 
back over the train, to set the brakes, 
as was customary at stopping places 
where the road was up or down grade, 


i 
I have always believed the engineer 


was asleep during this part of the per- 
formance, and that he simply acted 
automatically in stopping and starting 
that train. You see, he*was used to it; 
had, in fact, performed the same iden- 
tical act at the same identical spot once 
each day for years, and. in his drowsy 
condition of mind and 
body, was 


scarcely more animate than the big lo- 
comotive beneath his feet. 
Be this as 


it may, the fact remains that we crashed 
into a car of live slock which formed 
part of a train which had just arrived 
from Joliet via the "cut-off." I shall 
not attempt to depict the scenes of the 
next few hours. . They were laid amid 
splintered cars and broken, twisted 
machinery, and set to the music of 
hissing steam, dark-blue profanity, and 
the frantic bellowing of maimed and 
mangled Texas steers. The debris was 
finally removed from the track, and an- 
other engine towed our batlered outfit 
into Michigan City. 


The flay following the accident we 


were ordered to report in a body to 
the Division Superintendent, a chronic 
old dyspeptic named Moran. We re- 
sponded, and not without considerable 
anxious speculation as to the fate 
awaiting us. 
After 
adjusting his 


"specs'* and glaring at each one of us 
in turn, he began questioning us as to 
the cause of the accident. 
Kach ques- 


tion and its answer was taken down in 
•writing by a subordinate, and the in- 
vestigation consumed the greater part 
of the day. At its close we were dis- 
missed with the injunction that we re- 
port to the office the following morn- 
ing. We complied, and were told by 
Moran that after careful consideration 
of the matter ho had concluded that 
we were eac J and all of us guilty of 
gross carelessness and negligence. .He 
then, after berating us for about fifteen 
minutes, bade us choose between two 
evils: Either discharge from the com- 
pany's service or three months at run- 
ning a log train on the ''Branch." 


My partner, the rear brakeman, 


chose the former as the more prefera- 
ble mode of punishment. The conduc- 
tor, engineer, fireman and myself ac- 
cepted the latter alternative, and next 
day we were sent to Jackson, thence 
to East Saginaw, where we were placed 
in charge of a train arid started north- 
ward. Our division extended from 
East Saginaw to Welch, and our train 
was so timed that our nights were 
spent at the latter place. The hotelf?) 
was conducted by a big, double- 
jointed, red-shirte"d Canadian named 
McCoy. It was a rough board struct- 
ure, the lower story being divided into 
four rooms, viz: bar-room, diniug- 
room, kitchen and family sleeping- 
room. The upper story was guiltless 
of division or partition of any kind, and 
contained some forty or more "bunks" 
for sleeping purposes. 
Tho room was, 


not inaptly, christened by its occu- 
pants "tho morgue." 
Lumbermen, 


railroad men and teamsters were the 
principal guests of this primitive hos- 
telry, and the effects of copious "jags" 
of vile whisky from the bar-room was' 
marked by brawls which averaged at 
least two each night. 


But the agonizing feature of our life 


in that wilderness of pine and sand 
was the mosquitos. These insuffera- 
ble pests swarmed by millions into 
every nook and corner of the building. 
They thrust their bills into tho quiver- 
ing flesh of their victims through 
woolen blankets a quarter of an inch 
in thickness. 
They deluged the air 


above and tho earth beneath, and from 
their merciless attacks thcro was no 
escape. 
The only moments of partial 


relief for us was when tho train was in 
motion. The moment a stop was made 
we were compelled to tie about our 
face a sort of oilcloth cap which we 
carried for the purpose. And there 
was, also, a peculiar sort of insect 
known as the "sand-fly," so small as to 


be scarcely discernible with the naked 
eye; but what (hey lacked in size was 
thrice made up in \ igor. They were 
never idle, and their plan of attack 
was uni [ue ami eminently successful.

Our Industrial 1-ifo, 


Said I to my banker friend: "State 


to me your notion of the greatest evil 
in our industrial life." 


"I think it is the excessive profit 


everybody in trade expects to have. It 
is above and outside of all legislative 
assistance. 
We have had until recent- 


ly laws limiting the rate of interest, 
and declaring anything above 7 per 
cent, or 15 per cent, to be usury; but 
50 per cent, is the law of the trades- 
man in dealing with his customer. 
You see it in beef, which costs less 
than four cents a pound and is sold to 
the ultimate consumer at from sixteen 
to twenty-five. 


"The cheapest thing in the whole 


market is oil, and that is the subject 
of the most interference, and iu reality 
the declaimers against the oil interest 
are thoso who are not satisfied to see 
it cheap. In order to make oil cheap 
enough for the whole world to use it, 
those who control it have put down 
apparatus, such as pipes and steam 
engines, getting rid even of the rail- 
road tax upon the product. They leave 
out of their purchase system certain 
wells the owners .of which demand to 
be bought up, and if an excessive price 
was paid for 
superfluous wells of 


course tho tax would have to be put 
upon the production. 


"Now, there is no article which 


America produces which stands the 
test of prices in all countries like 
American oil. It goes to Egypt, to the 
Barbary States, to the Asiatic States, 
to poor countries like Denmark and 
Norway, where the American flag is 
the fa'miliar sign for burning oil. 
Those people do not exclaim against 
the price. And when you can buy tho 
highest refined oil for S3 a barrel it is 
the cheapest burning fluid in tho world. 
A barrel will almost supply a farm- 
er's family for one year, and it costs 
$5; whereas your gas bills in almost 
any house in a city will be $5 a month. 


"I do not take up this topic," said 


tho gentlman, "except that it crosses 
my mind. If the American people 
knew, however, how muca they have to 
pay intermediates, they would see how 
this rich, abundant country continues 
to bo tho most expensive in the world."

AMOXU THK SICK. 


A Sentinel Reporter Hakes a Hurried 


Visit of the Wards at the St. 


Joseph Hospital. 


In his daily hunt for news a SEXTIXEL 


reporter found himself last evening in 
the vicinity of the St. Joseph hospital, 
located at the corner of Broadway and 
Main street in the western part of the 
city, and availed himself of the oppor 
tnnity of paying it a hurried visit. 


A ring at the door bell was answerec 


by one of tho sisters in charge and ex- 
plaining his mission, our scribe was 
bidden to enter the reception room 
where a few moments after he was mel 
by Sister Helen, one of the principals 
in charge of the institution. 


"Can I go through the hospital?' 


was the question. "Certainly," was the 
reply. "Dr. Dinnen, the physician of 
the hospital, is here now to see a patient 
and when he comes down I will ask him 
to accompany you around the different 
wards.". 


The doctor soon made his appearance 


and with him our reporter made a hur- 
ried trip through the building. Every- 
where sickness and.euffering was seen. 
Patients, suffering from injuries re- 
ceived and all manner of diseases, were 
found in every department and in al 
most every room of the immense build- 
ing, and as we passed along the doctor 
would speak a pleasant word to the 
many with whom he was acquainted 
and had under his care. 


The hospital is in charge of a noble 


band of Christian women, known in the 
Catholic church, for whom they act, as 
the "Handmaids of Christ." Attired in 
their robe of bJack, girded with a white 
cincture, 
bearing a chaplet of beads 


with a crucifix attached, they move 
among the afflicted bearing sunshine 
wherever they go and administering to 
the wants ef the afflicted. It was said 
during the dark days of the war of 
the Rebellion that there was no better 
nurse in the world than the sister of 
charity and so our reporter thought as 
he saw them yesterday attending to the 
wants of the patients at the Si Joe 
hospital, for kind, loving, tender and 
attentive, they seemed to know just 
what was to be done and how best to 
do it. 


The Bick room is at best a sort of un- 


oheery place—bat it did not seem EO 
here, for everything was so oozy and 
comfortable. The floors of the balk 
and the wards were clean and tidy and 
in tho rooms of the sick carpets were 
laid, while attractive and comfortable 
furniture was found in every depart- 
ment. 
Everywhere was there order, 


everywhere was there manifest a spirit 
of discipline, and nowhere was there 
wanting anything that would have 
added materially to the necessary 
wants and comforts of the patients. 


The hospital is in charge of Sister 


Hyacinth. She is aided by some fifteen 
other sisters and perhaps fifty novices, 
who are devoted to their calling. 
The 


hospital has its own labratory, where 
the medicines are compounded by Sis- 
ter Helen, an experienced prescription- 
1st, who moves among the patients and 
greets those with whom she is brought 
into contact in a pleasant way that 
sends sunshine wherever her duties call 
her, and she is but a type of the other 
sisters at the hospital, who, under the 
charge of Sister Hyacinth, a noble and 
devoted woman, are doing such a grand 
work for suffering humanity. 


The chaplain in charge at the hospi- 


tal is Father Thomas. Through the old 
chapel and into the new, which is a 
beautiful room, our reporter was shown. 
Here the devotional exercises are held. 
They are attended by the sisters and 
such of the patients as are able and de- 
sire to do so, the attendance at. worship 
being optional with the hitter. 


From here the reporter was conducted 


back through the labratory, down a 
stairway and into the dead room, where 
the patients dying are placed awaiting 
burial, and then into the operating 
room, where the surgeon's knife has 
performed an operation that has saved 
many a poor fellow's life. 
Then into 


the kitchen and some of the dining 
rooms, the latter being on each floor so 
as to be convenient to the patients, but 
meals are served to many in their own 


rooms, our reporter went,' and every- 
where he found order, cleanliness and 
the general arrangement of the institu- 
tion as bright and cheery as it was pos- 
sible for the hand of woman to make it. 


The building is a commodious one, 


and has the capacity of accommodating 
a large mimber of patients. There are 
now at tho institution over sixty per- 
sons suffering from iajuries and disease, 
and some of the cases would be interest- 
ing to speak of in detail had we time 
here to do so. The patients are received 
into the institution from both Protes- 
tant and Catholic fwnilieB and given 
the best of medical attendance and 
nurses at from $5 to §7 a week. While 
the hospital has its regular attending 
doctor, many other physicians have 
patients there and attend them every 


day. 


The sick and injured are allowed to 


be visited by their friends', and certain 
afternoons in the week are set apart for 
general visiting days.

Au Appeal to the Citizens of Fort 
Wayne for Help for the Unfortunate. 


"For the poor always ye have with 


you,"is as true to-day as when thesi 
words were spoken more than eighteen 
hundred years ago, and since it is true 
the necesity for societies and organiz- 
ations to ameliorate the condition of the 
poor always exists. The Fort Wayne 
Relief Union is such a society, and its 
work has been made known from time 
to time through the daily papers and 
otherwise. The good done by the socie- 
ty can hardly be estimated, but many 
times has the work been crippled for the 
want of funds, and an appeal is made to 
all whose ears are open to the cries of 
distress to bestow liberally the means 
for carrying on the much needed work. 


A short time ago in an article, "A 


Plea for the Children," the writer said: 
"A cozy home now awaits for occu- 
pancy, " This home, originally intended 
and furnished as a home for old ladies, 
was closed a year ago, there seeming to 
be no need of such a ohairty. The time 
has now come in the estimatioa of the 
directors of the society when it shall no 
longer remain idle. They have decided, 
therefore, to reopen the house, place a 
suitable person in charge and have it in 
readiness for any needs that may arise. 


The superintendent, in her rounds of 


visitation, often meets with oases where 
far more efficient aid could be given 
were there such a home in which to 
receive them. Instances might be mul- 
tiplied to illustrate, but one or two will 
suffice. A poor widow with two small 
children was stricken with consumption. 
As the disease progressed she became 
unable to work and would gladly have 
availed herself of the comfort of a hos- 
pital, but what was to become of the 
children? Had the home been ready 
they could have been taken in and oared 
for until other homeewere found for 
them. 'Another; a young girl, a mere 
child, is growing up to pauperism, if 
not to vice and crime. Her mother 
cares nothing for her and would gladly 
send her to the home. There she would 
be instructed in all useful work, given 
lessons in right living and thus be fitted 
to earn an honest and honorable liveli- 
hood. 
One more; a girl, homeless, 


friendless and just recovering from a 
long spell of sickness, is not strong 
enough to acoept whatever position may 
offer, but she needs a shelter until work 
suitable to her strength be found. 


This the home would afford. The 


prospect of an unusually hard winter 
for the poor together with the additional 
expense of keeping up the home, calls 
for increased generosity of the public. 
As stated in the annual report of the 
secretary a committee appointed for the 
purpose, last year, divided the city into 
seventeen districts with solicitors to 
each, who were to ask for donations and 
monthly pledgee. Only a part of these 
werevisited. It is proposed to maKe a 
thorough canvass of all, this year, and 
it is hoped a very liberal response will 
be made by all called upon.

There are many whose most ecstatic 


delight is to be found in melodies, and' 
all the splendor of celestial gates,and all 
the lu-ciousness of twelve manner of 
fruits, and all the ru-h of floods from 
under the throne of (jud would not make 
a Heaven for them if there were no great 
and transporting harmonies. 
Passing 


along our streets in the hour of worship 
you hear the voice of sacred melody, 
although you do not enter the building. 
And passing along the streets of Heaven 
we hear from the temple of God and the 
Lamb the breaking forth of magnificent 
jubilate. We may not yet. enter in among 
the favored Ihrona, but God will noi 
deny us the plea-tiro of standing a while 
on tho outside to hear. John listened to 
it a groat while ago, and "they sang a 
new song.'' 


Lei none aspire to that blessed place 


who have no love for this exercise, for 
although it is many ages since the 
thrones were sot and the harps were 
*trung there has been no cessation in the 
Song, excepting once for about thirty 
minutes, and judging from the glorious 
things now transpiring in God's world, 
and the ever accumulating triumphs of 
the Messiah, that was the last half hour 
that Heaven will ex or be silent. 


Mark the fact that this was a new 


song. 
Sometimes I have in church been 


floated away upon some great choral, in 
•which ail our people .seemed to mingle 
their voices, and i have in the glow of 
my emotions said: "Surely this is music 
good enough for him." Indeed I do not 
believe that "Luther's Hymn," or '-Coro- 
nation," or "Old Hundred," or "Mount 
Pisgah" would sound ill if spoken by 
sainted lips or thrummed from seraphic 
harps. 
There are many of our fathers 


and mothers in glory who would be sloxv 
to shut Heaven's gate against these old 
time harmonies. But this, xxe are told, 
is a nexv song. Some of our greatest an- 
thems and chorals are compositions from 
other tunes—the sxveetest pans of them 
gathered up into the harmony; and I 
have sometimes thought that this -'nexv 
swig" may be partly made up of sxvcet 
strains of earthly mu-ic mingled in 
eternal choral. But it xvill, after ail, be 
a new song. This I do know, that in 
sweetness and power it will be some- 
thing that ear never heard. All the 
skfll of the oldest harpers of Heaven 
will be flung into it. All the love of 
God's heart will ring from it. In its 
cadences the floods will clap their hands, 
and it will drop with the sunlight of 
•everlasting day and breathe with odors 
from the blossoms of the tree of life. "A 
new song"—just made for Heaven. 


Many earthly songs are written by 


cotaposers just for, tho purpose of mak- 
ing a, tune, and the land is flooded with 
cote books in which really valuable 
tunes are the exception. But once in a

Coxvper, depressed with 
misfortunes until almost insane, resolx-cd 
on suicide, and asked the cab driver to 
take him to a certain place where he ex- 
pected to destroy his own life. The cab 
driver lost his way, and Coxvper began 
to think of his sin and xx-ent back to his 
home and sat doxvn and xvrote: 


God moves in a mysterious way, 
His wonders to perform; 


Ho plants bis footsteps in tho sea 


And rides upon tho storm.

But he 
does not give up. By and by he makes 
a manly effort, and perhaps he knocks 
a home run. 
It is not always the poor

Failure is no sign 


that a man has nothing in Mm. It is 
only a question of perseverance in the 
face of discouragement. 


"The man who makes a great hit only 


to have the ball drop into the hands of 
a fielder is very like the man who in 
actual life astonishes everybody with 
his success only to come down to the 
ground aud drop out of public notice 
altogether. 
It is not the balls that fly 


highest tbut are sure to be the best. A 
brilliant beginning does not always in- 
sure a victorious ending. 


"In all disputed or doubtful points 


the umpire is the sole and final judge. 
His opinion settles it. It is emphat- 
ically so in the other game which we 
call life. There is one who judges all 
our acts, and with him it rests to de- 
cide. He watches over our struggles as 
we try to reach the heavenly goal. He 
makes no mistake. If he aays we are 
'out,' not only is his sentence irrevocable 
but just. Happy may he be who, after 
many trials and struggles with aching 
limbs and clothing disordered with the 
mire of earth, makes a final effort with 
outstretched arm to touch the cross— 
the sign of his salvation—and who hears 
the blessed words of the divine umpire 
—'safe.'"

Composition of Tears. 


The principal element in the com- 


position of a tear, as may readily be 
supposed, says the Brooklyn Standard, 
is water. The other elements are salt, 
soda, phosphate of sods, and mucus, 
each in small proportions. A dried 
tear seen through a microscope of good, 
average power represents a peculiar 
appearance. 
The water after evapora- 


tion leaves behind it the saline ingredi- 
ents, which amalgamate and foim them- 
selves into lengthened cross lines, and 
look like a number of minute fish bones. 
The makeup is just tho same whether 
the tears are for joy or grief. 


The tears are secreted in what are 


called the "lachrymal glands." situated 
over the eyeball and underneath the 
lid. The contents of these glands are 
carried along aud under the inner sur- 
face of the eyelids by means of six or 
seven very fine channels, and are dis- 
charged a little above the cartilage sup- 
porting the lid. 


The discharge of tears from 
the 


lachrymal glands is not occasional and 
accidental, as is commonly supposed, 
but continuous. It goes on both day 
anl night—though less abundantly at 
night—through the "conduits," and 
spreads equally over the surlace of the 
lids. After serving its purpose the 
flow is carried away by two little drains, 
situated in that corner of each eye near- 
est the nose, into which they run, and 
called the "lachrymal points."

The packer 
comes to the house, takes off her bodice 
and assumes a loose jacket, and then 
she is ready for her work.

in this profession? It is a work easily 
learned, and offers a variety that must 
appeal to every woman. Neither is it 
irksome; hence a profession which 
offers more than the usual advantages 
for 
woman's 
skill.—Ladies' Home

habit, but EOW that it is no longer the 
style to be wasp-waisted it is impossible 
to find an excuse. 
Every 15-year-old 


girl learns at school that the laboring 
capacity of the heart is reduced and the 
circulation of the blood impeded by 
tight bandage, whether in the form of a 
corset, bodice or waist. 
And still the 


lacing goes on; comfort is rained and 
health injured, not only by the corset, 
but by the dressmaker as well, who, to 
fit a basque, will make a vise of it. We 
have reached a point in the history of 
fashion where it is not possible to have 
a nice fit without suffering for it. 
At 


the Bavarian cafe in this city there are 
from ten to fiftv ladies who go into the 
retiring-room after lunch ostensibly to 
powder, but in reality to opeu their 
dress waists to assist digestion and re- 
lieve the strain of the system. 
These 


are all women of wealth, taste, culture 
and superior education. 
Remonstrate 


with any of them and she will dismiss 
the subject with some such remark as 
"Have to stand it or wear a misfit," and 
so they stand it as long as they are on 
parade. 


The stout woman who tightens her 


corsets or wears a tight dress makes a 
fatal mistake, for aside from giving her 
the appearance of an apple dumpling 
she is rendered not only awkward but 
helpless. She could not jump two feet 
to save her life, and in a moving car or 
a jolting stage she hus to depend on the 
conductor or tho kindness of a male 
traveler for her equilibrium. Another 
result of this tight dressing is the in- 
tonso redness of the nose and hands, 
the imprisonment of tho vital organs 
forcing the blood to the extremities. 


Women and High Vulture. 


It may reasonably bo asked, says a 


distinguished physician, in the interest 
of the community at largo, What will be 
the effect on women, and through, them 
on future generations, of tho prolonged 
mental strain to which they are now— 
partly voluntarily, partly owing to the 
suggestion and the inducements held 
out to thorn * bv others—submitting 


themselves? Will it hurt their consti- 
tutions? Will it make them a bag of 
bones, with body and mind alike hard 
and angular? Will it render them less 
maternal, or make them the mothers of 
a feeble and degenerate race, prone to 
epilepsy and insanity? Will it, by en- 
gendering a leeling of independence, 
render them less lovable, less disposed 
to enter the married state, or, being 
married, make them careless of home 
tics, the nursing aud teaching of infants, 
aud the proper household duties which 
devolve on a woman under the conditions 
of modern civilization ? 
Or will it act 


in a contrary way? AVill the mathe- 
matical or the classical ladvscholr.r,dec- 
orated with medals and ricli with prizes 
and exhibitions and scholarships,, still 
be open to the assaults of love? Will 
her Dicier knowledge foster domestic 
happiness? 
Will the children, even if 


fewer, be better developed, more in- 
tellectual, better fitted as they grow up 
to cope with the other great nations in 
the conflict for wealth aud power, and 
all that these command ? Will she still 
be as the sweet, gentle mother is now, 
the very focus and center of the house? 


These and many similar questions 


must have passed through the minds of 
most thoughtful persons in contemplat- 
ing the present tendencies of female ed- 
ucation, says the New York Ledger. 
From a physiological point of view 
something may be said on both sides. 
Given a robust and healthy woman of 
17 or 18 years of age, there can be no 
harm iu continuing her education till 
one or two-and-twenty; at the'same 
time the objects and methods of her ed- 
ucation might well be different from 
those of men. Female Bentleys aud 
Persons, Newtons aud Herschels will 
certainly not be numerous, and if signs 
of such commanding genius display 
themselves, by all means let the genius 
be cultivated to the utmost. 


But every gjrl might he so taught 


that her mind, instead of being devoted 
to frivolous objects, should be educated 
in the true sense of the term, and made 
to recognize the importance of early 
training and the value of application to 
useful objects, in order that she may be- 
giu betimes to teach, without strain of 
eftbrt, her offspring. Tho arts, atleast, 
are freely open to her. The point when 
harm is produced is when weak or dull 
girls are made to work beyond their 
strength, and whether weak or strong, 
it must always be remembered that 
suitable recreation is demanded. Fi- 
nally, it must not be forgotten that 
sound, common sense is better in the 
affairs of life than much knowledge, 
and that women are not fitted for pub- 
lic appointments.

CRANE OF TEXAS AT THE 


THROTTLE. 


The fungiT.-Mmiii 
lc<.calls a Thrilling; I 


Kpisoile of fiik Career a-> an Knglneer. 
Congressman Crane, of Texas, who 


ran about tho Capitol the other day in 
a seersucker coat and a profuse perspir- 
ation, swearing in well-choten Texau 
that he would kill an obnoxious cor- 
respondent, \\as to-day in high good 
humor, spinning yarns "to a coterie of 
brother members. 


"In my young days," said tho Con- 


gressman, "I was an engineer on the 
Santa Fe Railroad. 
Do you fellows 


know what a trying thing it is to Vie a 
locomotive engineer? 
Well, 1 can tell'; 


you that it will do a man's nerves ni'>re I 
harm than anything else in tho world, j 
Alcohol and tobacco are mere trifles iu 
comparison, even if they be used to ex- 
cess. I didn't stay very long in the 
business. I like excitement, but run- 
ning a cannou ball express whose 
scheduled time was sixty miles an hour 
is a little too much, even for me. 
But 


the three months' time that I ran No. 75 
was not sufficient for me to reali/.e the 
injury it was doiug my nervous system. 
So that was not the real reason that led 
to my abandonment of the throttle 
forever. 


"I had only been on. as I have said, 


about three months, when by some 
carelessness or viciousness one of the 
engines known as a mountain climber 
got away with full steam ou and started 
down the road on a message of death 
and destruction. 
1 had just finished a 


long run, and was preparing to go 
home when the train dispatcher rushed 
wildly out of the office and told me the 
news. The track had beeu cleared, he 
suid, and there was nothing to stop the 
mad rush of the runaway locomotive 
until it should dash into the station at 
Galveston, and plough its way through 
bricks aud mortar until both the build- 
ing and locomotive were ruined. I had 
plenty of nerve then, and I suppose by 
your laughing you think I have los"t 
none of it, but I am free to confess that 
I would not now dare to undertake the 
task that I successfully accomplished 
that day. Perhaps it was tho excite- 
ment and enthusiasm of the moment 
which led me to volunteer to lasso that 
locomotive. 
I always smile when I 


recall the look of incredulity that met 
my confident assertion that I could 
catch and arrest the mad flight of the 
runaway, but I was so confident that 
they gave me a hearing, and I finally 
secured the servic-js of a sturdy Irish 
Jad as fireman. 


"In less than three iiinutes after the 


dispatch had been received I was onmv 
engine, with steam slowly coming up 
again, and pulling out as rapidly- as 
possible to meet the on-coming terror. 
It was impossible for the train dis- 
patcher to give me any accurate idea as 
to where the runaway was. 
The best 


he could do was to say that it had 
passed a small station about seventy- 
five miles up the road some ten minutes 
before, moving at tho rate of about 
ninety miles an hour. 
A few minutes 


more, and with steam up I had my en- 
gine moving at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour, and going straight at the run- 
away on the «ame track. 
I ran this 


way for about twenty-five minutes, 
when, as near as I could calculate, the 
runaway had done thirty-seven and a 
half miles between us, but you can 
imagine the last five miles I covered 
running direct at the oncoming monster 
were anything but pleasant. 
Well, I 


reversed my engine and started running 
away, gradually increasing rny speed 
until we settled down to a comfortable 
thirty miles an hour, the Irish lad 
meanwhile keeping on a terrific amount 
of steam. We might have run into al- 
most anything, for I did not look ahead 
at all; my eyes were strained until they 
pained me looking up the track for the 
runaway. It might have been ten min- 
utes, more or less—it seemed like years 
to me. 


"Finally we'heard the rumble and 


roar of the monster. It didn't take her 
long to heave in sight, aud she. was 
coming a-humming. For the first time, 
I confess, I lost my nerve. It was only 
momentary, however, and then I opened 
my throttle and away we went. 
There 


was a good mile of straight track be- 
tween us when 'I first caught sight of 
her; then we turned a curve and she 
was out of sight, if not out of hearing. 
When she did come she had gained on 
us very nearly half a mile. I shut off 
steam a trifle, aud when we struck a 
level piece of track but a quarter of a 
mile separated us. I told Irish to keep 
up pressure, and the way he did it's a 
wonder tho boiler of 76 didn't bust. 
She kept getting nearer and nearer, 
and it was all I could do to keep from 
throwing wide the throttle and speeding 
away. 


"Finally she closed in upon us, and 


I assure you that so nearly equal had I 
succeeded in making the speed that the 
shock was little, if any, greater than 
the coupling of two cars. 
I did not 


hesitate an instant, but jammed down 
the steam valve tight—a difficult task 
even for an athlete as I then was—and 
from there swung myself upon the run- 
away. It was the work of scarcely half 
a minute to clamber in the cab and jab 
down the steam valve there. 
We ran 


possibly a mile before we came to ia 
standstill, and by that time I was as 
limp as a rag and shaking like a man 
with the ague. A good drink of whisky 
fetched me around in a few minutes. 
We coupled the engines, and in half an 
hour had them both safely housed iu 
Galveston. 


"That was my last experience as a 


locomotive engineer. 
You could never 


get me to steer R cab again."

h arts of all freemen, awakening rever- 
berating echoes which nothing can 
quench, and from which shall spring in 
glorious efflorescence the flowers of civ- 
ilization and tho deep-delved treasures 
of learning and law. Tho insolence of 
English tyranny was the last straw in 
the cup of American endurance, and a 
nation of freemen sprang full-armed 
into being, as a splendid comet soars in 
the heights of tho empyrean." 


The phrase "lost straw in tho cup so 


pleased the hearer who reports this,

ain. 


All in that direction appeared to be a 


compact mass of snow. Men were soon 
scattered over the mountain slope near 
where it was supposed the several 
wrecked buildings stood.

cries of a child were heard, but it was 
several minutes before the searchers 
could agree whence the sounds came 
from. At last the sounds were so well 
located that digging began. 


The snow was so compact that it was 


difficult to remove it with .shovels, and 
the \s;orkers dared not use picks, there- 
fore there was time for a big crowd to 
collect and a great excitement to grow 
while the digging was in progress.

The mystery 
of the whereabouts of the child was not 
solved until the workers had dug down 
to the floor of the house. It was then 
found that the child was beneath the 
stove, whence it was hauled out safe 
and sound. It had doubtless been 
crawling about the floor when the ava- 
lanche came, aud at tho first rush of 
snow was pushed under the stove, 
which, fortunately, stood on blocks sev- 
eral inches in height. 


Home* ol Sen-Urchins. 


The sea-urchin gets its name from the 


spines which cover its shell. 
The true 


name, echinus, meaning a hedgehog, 
has been corrupted into urchin, with 
plain injustice to small lads. 
These 


curious shell-fish have acquired strange 
habits on the coast of France. 
They 


are found at home in cavities of the 
rock on the shore. 
The diameter of 


the cavity is often greater than that of 
the entrance, and the creature is so 
large that he could not leave his cell 
even if he very much wanted to do so, 
It is said that thousands of these may be 
seen domiciled ou the granite rock. 


It is not doubted that the creatures 


make these holes for themselves, but 
how they do this is a question not yet 
satisfactorily answered. 
It has been 


suggested that the rock has been some- 
how acted upon chemically, but this 
theory has to be given up when the 
nature of the rock is considered, and 
the foot that no acid has beeu proved to 
exist in the animal. 


The matter has been studied lately 


by a French naturalist, who refers the 
excavation to mechanical means. 
His 


explanation is that the creature ''prob- 
ably bites the rock, the sucker feet are 
also attached, and a rotatory motion is 
imparted to the body, the prickly 
points gradually wearing down the sur- 
face." This work would certainly oc- 
cupy the animal a good part of its life- 
time, and the wonder is that no observer 
has yet seen the excavation going on. 


An attempt is made to conceal these 


holes by means of mussel and other 
shells. The rocks on which the cavi- 
ties occur are iu general thickly cov- 
ered with sea-weecl. A number of'other 
animals are known to penetrate rocks, 
and it is supposed that they do it by 
mechanical means. In the hard lime- 
stone of Algiers spotted snails were 
found in holes four to five inches deep.

The Paris Catacombs. 


At the gates of entrance we were fallen 


upon by women selling caudles, which 
they had arranged on sticks' and card- 
boards so as to keep the sperm from 
dripping, writes a correspondent. We 
fought them off—it is scarcely too strong 
an expression, so pressing!}-, roughly. 
persistent were they — and entered where 
a thick, double line of people were 
passing and had been passing for over 


1 an hour through a narrow door. 


An official at the barrier examined 


the guide's permits, counted us, and on 
we went with tapers lit, a most curious 
procession of hundreds, descending a 
spiral stair until we were seventy-five 
feet below the city. Then on for fif- 
teen minutes through an arched stone 
passage and so on into the ossuary. A 
black line on the vault above was for- 
merly the guiding mark fron' entrance 
to esit, but the side passages are now 
all chained across to prevent people 
from getting lost. 


The bones are arranged systemetric- 


ally on either side of the damp, and in 
some places even muddy, path. Legs, 
arms and skulls fashion crosses of vari- 
ous forms, while ribs and smaller bones 
are piled on top. Every now and again 
we arrive at a point where the path 
widens into a circle, and an official 
stands with a lantern. In oue of these 
a spring wells up. Stalactites in pro- 
cess of forming glisten on the vault. 
Wierd shadows fall from the ghastly 
relics of ihe dead. The tramp, tramp 
of the footfalls and the murmur of voices 
echo and echo again. 


We have read it all up for ourselves,. 


but we listen while the guide explains 
that these excavations are ancient quar- 
ries extending under nearly all of old 
Paris, that when in- 1781 (the church- 
yards throughout the city having fallen 
into a bad condition), it became neces- 
sary, for sanitary reasons, to remove 
the dead, the quarries were prepared 
and duly consecrated, and the bones of 
three millions of human beings were re- 
moved into these receptacles by night, 
with solemn religious rites. Each cem- 
etery TSOS kept separate and carefully 
marked. 


We pause to examine various tablets 


fastened here and there with quotations 
from Scripture, verses from Latin and 
French poets, or moral sentiments in 
memory of the dead or for the consola- 
tion or warning of the living. After an 
hour's walk we leave the ossuary, pass 
through another stone vault and up a 
spiral stair, which brings us out on a 
street a mile and a half irom where wo 
started. 
An officer stands at the exit to 


couut us as we emerge, in case of any 
one being lost, aud a crowd of urchins 
scramble for the candle wiiich people 
throw away.

The principal element in the com- 


position of a tear, as may readily be 
supposed, nays the Brooklyn Standard, 
ia water. The other elements are salt, 
soda, phosphate of soda, and mucus, 
each in small proportions. A dried 
tear teen through a microscope of good, 
average power represents a peculiar 
appearance. The water after evapora- 
tion leaves behind it the saline ingredi- 
ents, which amalgamate aud form them- 
selves into lengthened cross lines, and 
look like a number of minute fbh bones. 
The makeup is just tho same whether 
the tears are for joy or grief. 


The tears are secreted ia what are 


called tbe "lachrymal glands," situated 
ovwrthe eyeball and underneath the 
lid. The contents of these glands are 
carried along and under tho loner nur- 
face of the eyelids by means of six or 
seven very fine channels, and are dis- 
charged a little above the cartilage HUIH 
porting the lid. 


Tbe discharge of tears from 
the 


lachrymal glands is not occasional and 
accidental, as in commonly supposed, 
bnt continuous. It goes on both day 
an 2 night— though lew abundantly ol 
night— through tho "conduits," and 
spreads equally over the surlaee of the 
lids. After serving its purpose the 
flowis carried away by two little drains, 
situated in that corner of each eye near- 
oat the now, into which they run, and 
called the "lachrymal points.

matical or the classical ludvscholor.dcc- 
orated with medals aud rich with prizes 
ind exhibitions aud scholarships,, still 
be onon to the assaults of love? Will 
lior wider knowledge foster domestic 
happiness? 
Will the children, even if 


fewer, be better developed, more in- 
tellectual, better fitted ay they grow np 
k» cope with the other great ustious in, 
the cuuflict for wealth imd power, and 
all that these command? Will she still 
be as the sweet, gentle mother is now, 
the very focua and center of the house? 


These and many similar questions 


must have passed through the minds of 
most thoughtful persoua iu contemplat- 
ing tho present tendencies of female ed- 
ucation, says the New York Zerfyer. 
Prjm a physiological point of view 
jomething may be said on both sides.

Tho arts, at least, 
are freely open to her. The point when 
harm ia prodnccd.is when weak or dull 
girls are mado to work beyond their 
strength, and whether weak or strong, 
it must always be remembered that 
suitable recreation is demanded. Fi- 
nally, it must not bo forgotten that 
sound, common sense is better in the 
affairs of life than much knowledge, 
and that women are not fitted for pub- 
lic appointments.

ation, swearing iu well-clioson Texan 
that lie would kill mi obnoxious cor- 
ro3l>ondeut, was to-day iu high good 
titimor, spinning yarns to a coterie of 
brother members, 


"In my young days," aaid the Cou- 


[zreBsniuu, "I was an engineer on the 
Santa Fo Ilaiiroad. 
Do you fellows 


know whnt ;* trying thing it is iu be n 
locomotive ongineer? 
Well, 1 cau lull 


yon that it will do a man's nerves im-ro 
harm thau anylhiiigelse in the world. 
Alcohol aud tobacco are mere trifles iu 
comparison, even if they be used to ex- 
cess. I diin't stay very long in the 
business. I like excitement, but run- 
ning a csnnu^ ball express 
whose 


scheduled time was sixty miles no hour 
is a little too much, eveu for me. 
But 


the three months' time that I rau No. 75 
was not sufficient for me to realize the 
injury it was doing mv nervous system. 
So that was not the real reason that led 
to my abandonment of the throttle 
forever. 


"I had only been on, as I have said, 


about three months, when by some 
carelessness or viciousness one of the 
engines known as a mountain climber 
got away with full steam ou and started 
down the road on a message of death 
and destruction. 
1 had just finished a 


long run, and was preparing to go 
home when tho train dispatcher rushed 
wildly ont of tho office and told me the 
news. The track hud been cleared, he 
sold, and there was nothing to atop the 
mad rush of the runaway locomotive 
until it should dash into the station at 
Galvestoii, and plough its way through 
bricks and mortar until both the build- 
ing and locomotive wore ruined.

"In less than three minutes after tho 


dispatch had been received I was on my 
engine, with steam slowly coming np 
aguiii, and pulling out as rapidlv as 
possible to meet the on-coming terror. 
It was impossible for the train dis- 
patcher to ftive me any accurate idea as 
to where tne runaway was. 
The best 


he could do was to say that it hod 
passed a small station about seventy- 
five miles up tbe road some ten minntoa 
before, moving at tho rate of about 
ninety miles an hour.

more, and with steam up I had my en- 
gine moving at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour, and going straight at the run- 
away ou tho *anui track.

tlie cavity i» often greater thau that of 
the entrance, and tho creature is so 
large that he could not leave bin cell 
even if ho very much wanted to do so. 
It is said that thousands of these may be 
seen Domiciled on the granite rock. 


It in not doubted that tbe creatures 


make these holes for themselves, but 
how they do this ia n question not yel 
satisfactorily answered^ 
It has been 


suggested that the rock has been some 
how acted upon chemically, bnt this 
theory AM to bo fcivon up when the 
nature of the rook is considered, am! 
the fact that no acid has been proved to 
cxixt in the animal. 


The matter hat been studied lately 


by a French naturalist, who refers tho 
excavation to mechanical moans. 
His 


explanation is that tho creature "prob- 
ably bites the rook, tho sucker feet are 
also attached, and a rotatory motion is 
imparted to the body, the prickly 
pointn gradually wearing down the sur- 
face." This work would certainly oc- 
cupy tho animal a good juirt of its life- 
time, and tbo wonder is that noobaerver 
has yot seen the excavation going on. 


An attempt is made to conceal these

At the gates of entrance wo wero fallen

Wo have read it all np for ourselves,. 


bnt we listen while the guide explains 
that these excavations are ancient quar- 
ries extending under nearly all of old 
Paris, that when in- 1784 (the church- 
yards throughout tho city having fallen 
into a bod condition), it became necea- 
aary, for sanitary reasons, to remove 
the dead, the quarries were prepared 
and duly consecrated, and the bones of 
three millions of human beings were re- 
moved into these receptacles by night, 
with solemn religions rites. Each cem- 
etery waa kept separate and carefully 
marked.
